A Tale of Horror. 


The Paulding (Miss.) Clarion, of March 1st, 


ontains the following account of a tragedy in 
that vicinity: 


Since the time when the midnight murder 


of Dr. Longeron'and family sent a thrill of 
borror through this community, no event has 
created a deeper sorrow and more pervading 
ndi»nation than the assassination, on Tues- 
day last, of Mrs. Mary Dixon, wife of John 
Dixon, iind her infant child, at her residence 
in the neighborhood of Wm. Bridges, Esq., 
by Ilnley, a negro man belonging to Mr. 
Zacharifth Thompson. 
Having been sum- 


moned on the Coroners Jury, we went in 
person to the scene of the horrible tragedy, 
saw the m ululated murdered ivoman, the sev- 
ered throat of the infant, and witnessed, with- 
out regret, the summary and inadequate ex- 
piation of his triple and atrocious crime by 
the monster. The revolting facts are briefly 
those : 


On Tuesday morning, Mr. Dixon, uncon- 


scious of the awful doom impending over his 
family, started from home in quest of cattle. 
His little son, «n artless child, a few months 
over two years old, started fondly aftor him 
pursuing him some distance, unnoticed by the 
lather and undiscovered by the mother. Mrs. 
Dixon soon missed the boy, went after him, 
and called him to return. 
She was then ap- 


proached by the brutal villain Haley, who at 
once offered such indignities as the virtue 
and pride of a civilized womnn resents and 
resists, even at the peril of life. 
She repell- 


ed the advances of the bestial monster yield- 
ing neither to threats nor disgusting impor- 
tunities, when he felled her to the enrth. 


She asked, at the hands of the fiend, life— 


life, that she might prepare for her solitary 
remaining hope—a refuge for her crushed 
spirit in Heaven! But the ruffian heeded 
no*; he spurned the prayer of the wife injured 
beyond reparation, and then beat her on the 
head with pine lirnbs,'and stabbed her till she 
died 1 Bruised, mangled, and defiled lay the 
corpse of this lady, whom a husband had 
greeted gladly and unsuspectingly a few 
hours betbre, presenting a spectacle, too hid- 
eous, too replete with horrible memories, for 
an averted eye. 
The infant was found about 


thirty steps from the mother, its throat cut 
twice, with long deep gaehes. It is probable 
the little child was the last victim—and that 
the lust acpirution of her unutterable flgony 
fell appalling upon his infant ear, before the 
cold knife of the monster assassin passed over 
the throat of the innocent creaturn. 


When Haley was arre$ted, his clothes were 


stained with blood, and the wretch attempted, 
nnd did throw away his knife. 
After being 


severely whipped, he made a confession. His 
implication of the boy Paul, is entirely dis- 
crcditcd by the citizens,!!! the neighborhood, 
various circumstances strongly tcr.dm;j to the 
exculpation of the lattur. On Thursday'about 
two hundred personB,afsembled including many 
ladiu*. The puilt of Haley was too manifest 
tor doubt; and while indignation was at its 
height, and the blood curdled at the vivid rec- 
ollection of the 
anfljtHinpTed atrocity^ it 


was proposed that Haley be burned to death. 
To this propoaiton thero was not a single dis- 
sent, if we except the officers of ,thu law, who 
in compliance with their sworn duty, protest- 
ed agHinxt the illegality of the, act. 
All were 


eager for fhe instant and .signal punishment 
of tho worse, than murderer. Accordingly 
he was borjie to a tree, cimined to it, and sur- 
rounded with light «nd • atht'r vood. It is 
worthy of njtnm'k *n*f llie 8-«ves present 
MvinciwlcokmnenrltthlM abhorrence of the crime 
and the criminal, and assisted with alacrity 
in his puninhmont.

his industry and skill. 
Cut off a portion 


from free access to this Warehouse—that is, 
allow a part to seine upon the equal right of 
others to a place here, and shut the door 
against them—and you cut them off from the 
great source of property, and leave them de- 
pendant for bread on the insiders,—who will 
readily accept of their services as wnges-slaves, 
and let them eat the crumbs which fall from 
their table. 
So that, in forbidding a part of 


the owners of this preat Warehouse from 
monopolizing the right* of another part, by- 
passing a Land Limitation law, we do no't 
curtail their natural rights in the lenst, but 
simply limit their encroachments on the nat- 
ural rights of others. If a man is so foolish as 
to invest his personal property in the business 
of buying up my natural rights, for specula- 
tion, thai is his look out. My natural rights 
are more sacred thnn any speculations of his, 
and would BO be held, in any court, human 
or Divine. 


To limit the amount of personal property, 


any one might possess, would be to limit hu- 
man industry and enterpri/e, to repiess the 
activities of the mind, and to curtail personal 
freedom. 
But to limit the amount of land 


one may possess, so that he shall not encroach 
upon the natural rights of others to the soil, 
would, by securing to all the fruit of their toil, 
promote human industry and entC7'prize, 
would stimulate mental activity, and preserve 
personal freedom. And this distinction which 
I have made between land and personal 
property, is recognized by Jehovah himself, 
who created one law for Land, and another, 
II nd a very different 
law for Personal Proper- 


ty. Pie virtually established a Land Limita- 
tion Law for the Israelites, providing for the 
redemption of Homes which Lad passed out 
of the hands of the original owners at any 
time, nnd for their free return in the year of 
Jubilee ; but no such provision was made in re- 
gard to personal property.

name [property] is applied to both, and is the 
source of those numerous errors, the evil con- 
sequences of which are felt in every vein of 
the body politic."

land and personal property, and the reason 
why the amount of one should be limited, and 
the other not, plain to the commonest appre- 
hensions ? 


Hut 
it is ejected, if Land Limitation 


bo adopted, we could not sell our farms, 
because large Landholders are forbidden to 
buy, and small landholders, and landless per- 
sons, are unable to buy them. 
Why aie they 


unable to buy ? Because Land Monopoly 
has swallowed up a large part of their earn- 
ings. This objection concedes the evils of Land 
Monopoly, and assigns these evils as a reason 
for their perpetuation. For had weplth re- 
mained with the producers of it, as would be 
the case under the Land Reform system, the 
landless nnd the small land-holders would be 
abundantly able to purchase farms from those 
wishing to sell. For when tho causes which 
have piocluced tho present state of things are 
changed, the efiecta themselves will be re- 
moved. The truth is, under the Land Reform 
system, there would be a hundred able to 
purchase farms and pay for them where ten 
can do it now, and the inquiry would be, not 
who will buy, but who will sell. 
And the

Suppose now our measures were adopted. 


Homestead Exemption is already on thcr Stat- 
ute book, and reforms never go backward.— 
The Freedom of the Public Lands to actual sct- 
tiers is a pre-ordained fact; «nd cannot long 
be delayed. 
The crowning stone in the tem- 


ple of Land Reform, is Land Limitation, and 
what will this not do for the prosperity and 
glory of the State ? Fix the limit at what 
number of acres, in the city and country, you 
please; only let it be reasonable, and cuch as 
the good sense of the community shall ap- 
prove. 
We are not particular as to the 


amount, provided the principle is adopted, 
and the platitude is not made so broad as to 
weaken the principle. 
If you choose to 


classify lands, doso. Let all future purchases 
be restrained wUhin the prescribed limits.— 


j Let every landed estate administered upon, 


I be apportioned to the heirs within this limit, 
, and the excess, if any, be sold for their bene- 
1 fit. What would be the result ? The pro- 
gress of Land Monopoly would be stayed at 
once, and its existence would end with the 
present generation. 
The capitalist could no 


longer take advantage of the 
depressed 


condition of the laborer, for having free ac- 
cess to the earth, if not offered a fair compen- 
sation, he could woik for himself. 
Free 


homes would be secured for all, and would be 
adorned with a thousand new attractions, and 
every man would sit under his own vine and 
fig tree. 
Capital, instead of being concen- 


trated in the hands of the few, would be more 
equally distributed. In less than one genera- 
tion, the laborers of Wisconsin would own 
the wealth of Wisconsin—the producers of 
wealth would enjoy it, and the non-producers 
would be compelled to labor, or take their prop- 
er place on the lowest round of the ladder.— 
Emigrants would Hock to this State from all 
quarters, bringing with them industry, enter- 
prise and capital; the population would be- 
come more dense; agriculture, manufacture-) 
and the mechanic arts would floutish ; busi- 
ness would increase beyond all precedent in 
our cities an J villages, because wealth and 
prosperity create a desire for comforts and 
luxuries, and the means to pay for them; 
schools would multiply; the cause of educa- 
tion would prosper; the tastes of the people 
for the fine arts would be cultivated ; the 
teachers of religion would be more successful, 
for a ragged coat is a poor passport to any 
church, and truth finds a hard lodgement in 
an empty stomach, and a hungry man will not 
hesitate long between a tract and a loaf of 
breud. The poor-houses and jails would be 
to-let; vice would be diminished, because 
many of the temptations to vice would be 
removed ; reform would be easy; the people 
would be independent and hiippy, and be 
fiee to choose their own occupations, and to 
develop thoir physical, mental and moral 
powers. 
Beauty would sit enthroned on 


health, and intellect would preside at " the 
feast of reason and the flow of s,oul," while the 
people kept perpetual Thanksgiving; and 
Wisconsin, great in her wealth and resources, 
and glorious in her lining men nnd women, 
would be renowned throughout the Union and 
the world, as tlie lund of FRKE HOMES and a 
FREE PKOPLK, and her example would bo 
the waking up of a new life among the na- 
tions, and tho dawn of a better day to mil- 
lions of oppressed people.
